PEOPLE. 


What’s The Matter in North Carolina 
e-Wiy People Don’t Come Here to 
@ettle. 

Mr. Editor :-—Ou the cars the other 
day I fell into conver aiion with an 
intelligent northerner who had been 
traveling through North Carolina, 
and that in counties at some distance 
from any railroad, I esked him to 
give me the results of his observa- 
tions on the attractiveness of our 
State and cn the reasons why immi- 
grants were slow in yielding to this 
power. He readily acknowledged 
that North Carolina was an attract- 
ive region, that its natural advan- 
tages were many aud great, with of 


) course draw-backs. For instance, the 


climate was too uncertain for fruit 
growers. But cotton, tobacco, the 


grains, the grasses, and stoeK would | 


give sure profit and the nearness to 
market rendered profits large. The 
main drawbacks were moral, not 
material. The betier elass of emi- 
grents would not select for homes 
regions where the people were so 
ignorant and so indifferent about 
their ignorance. Unless the native 
North Carolinians show lnore energy 
in supplying themselves with good 
schouls, good teachers and good 
houses, they need not «expect inte'li- 
gent and industrious men willing to 
become their veighbors. An ignorant 
people is likely to be a lazy and 
vicious people, to be the sport of 
every kind of doctrine in religion, 
politics, production and trade. In 
these days active and well condi- 
tioned men donot iike to live where 
the people Conot take the papers 
andcannot sign their bames, who 
do not know ef, and do not want any 
better houses or roads or markets 
than those they have been used to. 
Another obstacie to immigration is 
the homestead law, notthe taw itself, 
but the manner in which if is ad- 
ministered. Publiesympathy seems 
to be altogether with the debtor, The 
creditor gets for his just claims oply 
the rempants of property after 
friends and iuterested persons have 
made most extravagant allowances 
as “homestead,.”” Modern society 
cannot get along withont credit aad 
this unfair homestead euts the top 
rcot of credit. Christianity strives 
to make mea worthy ofcredit. Pa- 
ganism makes men faithless. When 
law in itsei’, or by its adminis'ration, 
renders men suspicious and suspect- 
ed co-operation in promoting the 
welfare of society is impecs-ibie 
Another obsticle is tire condition 
of land titles in Norta Carolina. Men 
are Joth to buy land where they 
may lose what they buy tecause of 
unsuspected defects ia title. The law 
requiring regi-tracion of deeds hos 
been obeyo lsoimperfectiv that there 
iseil over North Careliua great dan- 
eer in buving lands, esveciaily Loose 
that are now valuable or that may 


become on thorough improye- 
ments. Werestrangers, willing, ib 


order to secure the wonderiul aivan- 
taves offered to farmers, micners, 
mauufacturersa, &@, seitic in 
North Carolina they would in all 
probability want to come in groups 
so that they migit bring with them 
the social privileges they evjoy in 
the homes they left. But they cau 
not get large bodies of land where all 
the titles are beyond dispute asd no 
manu likes to buy a law-suitespesially 
in a strange country. 

Another obstacle in the way of im- 
inigration by worthy strangers. is the 
fact that taxes are laidin North Caro- 
lina by those who are not much con- 
cerned in paving them. Although 
anintelligent and active man of inp- 
tegrity may be, in our country, poor, 
sucha man is not likely to remain 
poor long, avd iu the meantime his 
voice, and vote, may be strong for 
what is right and fair. But no man 
of sense will choose his home where 
stupidity, and ignorance and thrift- 
lessness, and waiting for something 
to turn up, are very powerful in ce 
termining who and what shall be 
taxed as we las what shall be done 
with the taxes. 

My fellow travellers, method for 
removing theseobstacles to the filling 
up our waste places, was the sending 
out the teacher, People cannot gee 
without light. North Carolinians 
must consent to ray more for the 
teaching of their children so that 
teaching for all classes and for all 
colours in society may be more abun- 
dant and more powerful. Our boys 
and girls must not only be taught to 
read and write, but they must be 
taught well, so that they may tove to 
read, and may learn t» think for 
themseives. Men and women iu 
North Carolina who love their State 
and mourn its present condition of 
poverty, weakness and insignificance 
must exereise self-ceuial, 
spend time and money in agifating 
thismatter of education ofthe people, 
by the people, for the people. An 
intelligent people eannot be humbuy- 
ged about religion or education or 
money or trade or farming. “Birds 
of « feather will flock together,’’ and 
men accustomed to social comforts of 
ail kinds wili go where they can find 
svmpatby in their tastes Q. 


“Superintendent of Public Enstruction 
A Few Calm’ Words for the Careful 
Consideration of ail Who Love the 
Honor of the Siate.”’ 

Mrssrks. Epirors:—It is a moelan- 
choly fact that cur common school 
house aecomplished very little zeod 
since the war, and ihat our State has 
fallen from the very front tothe very 
hindmost pcrsition amoog her South- 
ein sistersin the eauss of popular 
education. Our patriotisin, our pride, 
our interests, to-ay nothing of the 
eause of humanity, all alike appeal 
to us forefforts to find a remedy tor 
tnis state of thiues, and Lean point 
to one which is sow in the hearts of 
thousantis and teus of thousauds of 
my icllow citizens. Many years ago 
our common sebool sy-tem Was work- 
ing clumsily and slowly, when the 
oftice of Superintenasit was created 
and filled. ‘Tae man selected had 
his own ground to clear, and to act 
in the face of a stroug prejudice 
against the new offive, an l the very 
highest commendaticn of his labors 
that can be offered is the fact that 
years before the war not a tate 
South of Delaware pretended to con- 
test the claims of N. C. for pre-em!- 
nence in the cause of popular educe- 
tion, and standard works on national 
statistics as the American Almanac 
conceded iat our schools were su- 
perintendent with unusual energy 
and suce’s:, and the State Superiu- 
tendent had so entirely won the 
confidence of the entire public that 
it was the custom to allow him to 
suggest the Legislative Committees 
on education, and his advice was 
authoritative in all proposed legis-

lation in regard to the public schools 
Oursystem and our superintendent 
were pointed to as models. by the 
leading men of rival States, and this 
common school system was kent in op- 
eration up to the close of the late ter- 
rible war, the proudest fact in our 
history. Messrs. Editors, I bave 
Known from boyhood, and intimate. 
ly, the man who did so much for cur 
honor, and whe loved the State with 
a pure devotion, andI ean truly say 
that heisone of the very best men 
Iever knew, and is honest, faithful 
and capable. That man whose name 
is so interwoven with our beat an- 
nals is, Calvin H. Wiley, the first 
in his devotion to an old system of 
schools, and the very first who 
raiscd his voice after the war in fa- 
vor of the education of the eclored 
pecple.

The silver question takes a new 
shape. The bili reeently passed in- 
volved a very simple question, 
whether it was expedient t> substi- 
tute silver tokens for fractional 
promises. The bill was reported by 
senator Sherman, his speveh, and 
the. elaborate speech of Senator 


Jones, raise a more impcrianut and. 


much more difiieut quesiion : wheth- 
er it is desirable to restore in this 
country the double standard of value 
which we employed prior tothe war, 
which Eagiand depsr.ed trom in 
1816, which Germany is now tryinz 
to abolish, and to which France and 
other nations of the Latin Union 
still adhere. Much of the opposition 
to this plan has been of the shallow- 
est kind, It is not argument worth 
the attention of sensible men to say 
that the vast body of facts, and the 
stropg chain of reasoniug, which 
renater Jones has presented, deserye 
no consideration because Le is inter- 
ested in silver mines, There is much 
to be said on the other side of the 
question that is worth hearing. But 
uuless it can be preseated, in place of 
the argumgats upon which the op- 
ponents of the double standard have 
thus far relied, intelligent public 
opinion is likely to take sides with 
the Senator. 

It is a sound parliamentary rule, 
before deciding on the merits of a 
measure proposed, to perfect it as far 
as possibie by amendment. The biil 
reported by Senator Sherman wou!d 
be immeasurably stronger, because 
far more likely to aceomplish the re- 
su't desired, if it were amended in 
one respect. It seems surprising 
that Mr. Jones, with all his extaus- 
tive study of the subject, has not 
perceived the importance of that 
amendment, or, at least, bus not re- 
ferred to it in poitions of his speech 
thus farreported. In order to get sil- 
ver into use, We must put some part 
of the paper currency out of use. It 
would have been folly to attempt to 
bring smail silver eoius into cireula- 
tiom without retiring the fractional 
paper currency. If we want tocause 
silver do: lars to be used we must get 
rid, not of paper notes for $10 or $50 
each, but of paper notes for $l each. 
The first step in the substitution of 
silver for paper isto take out of cireu- 
Jation those small notes which now 
fill the place of the coin dollar. The 
bill, taerefore, shoutd have provided, 
not that the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall exchange coins for aiiy legal- 
tender notes, and eane:| those notes, 
but that he shall exchange coins, 
iicst for oneaud two-dolar notes, and 
afierward for the five-dcollar United 
Siates notes, and destroy the Icgal 
tend: rs of that ciass. It may Le said 
that a sensitle Seere'ary Would take 
that course without requirement. 
Doubtles:, if disposed to render the 
act effective. Bat if tae Seeretary of 
the Trea-urvafier March next should 
happen to be a man disposed to de- 
feat the act, he eouli do so very 
readily under the discretionary power 
given b, the second section of the bill 
as reported by Senator Sherman,—

was drawing more out of the soil 
than exhausted nature, impoverished 
by primitive practices, bad before 
furnished. There should be exhibi- 
tions of livestock which progressive 
breeders put before the eyes of others, 
to emulate successful example and 
enablethemselves to besupplied with 
a more valuable stock. 

But. we see so little of this ‘hat we 
are obliged to conclude that while 
there is among some awakening, 
among the majority there is that 
devotion to old ways and old habits 
that is well nigh uncongueralle. 
There seems to bea feeling that the 
t:sk of revolutionizing old systems, 
though admitted to be bad or unpro- 
fitable is not ihe works ofa genera- 
tion and the weight of despair at the 
superhuman work settles down upoa 
them, and binds them in submissive 
obedience to the ruinous habits of 
the past. 

In regard to mechanical industry, 
there is confessediy a degree of in- 
genuity and inventive faculty that 
brings the North Carolinian close 
along side of the yankee, Tothis we 
have before referred. What we would 
wish tose@1s the exercise of these 
faculiics, and their more general ap 
plieation. Every county has its in- 
genious mechanic. Every county 
could become the seat of some profit- 
able mechanical industry, This, to- 
gether with more thrift amoung the 
farmers, more recognition of the 
necessi!y of improvement, is absolu- 
tely necessary to start the st-.te fully 
on the read to prosperity. It is the 
only system that will keep money at 
home, It istheonly one tliat :cimits 
of accumulation. Money begets 
money, and if once kept at home. the 
money bow sent abroad for what we 
ought to produce at home will become 
the nucleus ofa wealth which will 
bring usalong side of those Sta‘es 
whose prospelity arouses our envy.

CORRESPONDENCE. 
TLILLSBORO, May 2, 1875. 

A cold northeast rain this morning 
has diminished the usual Tuesday's 
crowd of court week, and the square 
is entirely vacant, those who are 
here crowding into the court house, 
where they are packed like herrings 
in a barrel, or fiilling all the stores. 
The fences are lined with dripping 
and smoking horses taking the rain 
from which their masters have es- 
ped refuge. 

Judge Seymour arrived yesterday 
at two o’clock and opened the court 
directly after dinner. Assoon as the 
grand jury was sworn in he delivered 
his charge, which was plain sensible 
and rather brief. T think he has 
made a rather favorable impression 
upon the people and the bar, though 
it will be difficult to fill the place of 
Judge Kerr, or to arouse such an en- 
thusiasm as followed Judge McKoy, 
who exchanged last Spring with 
Judge Kerr. But there is evidently 
a feeling that the Bench is coming 
back steadily and surely to its old 
standard, and public opinion would 
not again tolerate some of the nomi- 
nations that insulted justice and pro- 
priety in LS6s, 

The business of the court this week 
is of no very important character, 
though Judge Seymour by his sen- 
tences will probably contribute from 
the county of Orange six or eight ad- 
ditions to the working force of the 
Western North Carolina Railroad. 
For once in the history of crime in 
this State it is made useful, and 
though moralists might deplore its 
existence they may console them- 
selves that its perpetrators are not to 
comfort themselves in profitless id le- 
ness, and can see with more philoso- 
phy sentences which consign the 
criminal to useful public service ‘in- 
stead of the fruitless incarceration 
within penitentiary walls. 

The court will continue in session 
during the whole fortnight, the Swep- 
son trial (if the case is tried here) 
being expected to take up the most of 
next week. There is very little ex- 
pression of opinion on the subject, 
and it is quite as likely that a fair and 
impartial trial can be had in Orange 
as by its removal elsewhere. The 
people of Orange are eminently just 
and conservative and will be govern- 
ed by no prejudices. 

The municipal election yesterday 
paased off so quietly as hardly to cre- 
ate a ripple. The mayoralty was 
shunned rather than sought after, 
and Andrew Murdock, who has filled 
it several times already, was voted 
for in default of any other candidate. 
The Board of Commissioners elect 
are all Democrats with one exception. 

Josiah Turner has announced that 
he will speak in the court-house to- 
day at one o'clock. As this will go 


off to the mail before that hour I will 
be unable to report proceedings. The 
public, however may anticipate his 
speech. 
Farmers speak cheerfully of their 
wheat and oats, but complain of back- 
wareness in planting corn, and they 
are unanimous in their complaint of 
the destruction of fruit and of injury 


to tobaceo plants.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 27, 1876, 


HWORATIO SEYMOUR.
